The Fersonnel Section of the SED Brandenburg war renaned about the end of 
Octovsr 1949 as the Cadre Section. On the oceision of this renaminy it was 
emphasized that it should be the main function of the eadire section to develop 
the best possible body of functionaries for the party, and that tre nerative 
aspect of rersonnel work, that is, the dealin’ with flaprant instances of dore- 
Liction of duty, disloyalty, etc., wag to ‘'e turned over to the rarty control 
eorrission for handlins, 


Attached to the Orraniz-tion-Instrictor Section of the Branden'mrg %eD are 
aicht instructors, The latter are dispatched fron tine to tire individually 
to specific Kreise in Brandenturg to correct errors in party manacenent, to 

“ pive advice, and to renort back to headquarters on their findings, The wirious 
soction heads of the “ID trandenburg Iq. are at Liborty to reavest the Orr~ 
Instructor Section to investivate shortconinces in srecifie reise pertaining 
to their own field. Sy the sane token, the instr:ctors on returning from 
specific Xreise often pass unsolicited remrteste the various section heads. 
FPuthermors, al] mlitical functionaries of the ScD Brandenture Aq. sre subject 
to instructor duty vhen important events are in the makinz. The lenpth of time 
which an instructor spends in a Kreis varies from 2 sinvle day to will over a 
wek, Duin this stay, the instructor is de facto the first seeretary of the 
Srois. The Xreis SUD lg, in turn have inrtructors who travel out into the 
villares and factories vith sin*lar functions and povsrs.

The functionaxles of the SED Brandenburg Uq. are working on the assumption 
that there will be elections in eastern Germany in O,tober 1950, and intertal 
pep talks are already being gaared to this pessivility. Ons of the main tasks 
at present is to popularize the east German soverament, presumably with the 
hepe of kogning it in power in the fall af 1950. The problem is being attacked 
fron two angles: (1) an effort is to be made to make the government Jeaders 
poplar, by publicising their life stories and their recent accomplishments; 
and (2) the masgurag of the eastern government are to be mide popular, drawing 
attention to those of them which provide some benefit to the common man, and 
fy: @11 eases creditin? the SED with the conception and exeeution of the measures 
in question. 


Meack, of tho Massenagitation Saetion of the SED Brandenburg Hq., was recently 


reprimanded by Saesebrecht when he mentioned during a meeting of SED Brandenburg 
functionaries that the hourgeoia parties had attempted what he called a "Putsch" 
during ths Democratic Bloc negotiations on the formation of the eastern German 
governuent. Haack protested thet this Futach had basen discussed at a meeting of 
Massenagitebion Cunctionnrries at SUD lq. in Berlin, bot Saegabrecht merely re- 
mnariod that ona of the necessary qualities of a good SED functionary was the 
ability to distinguish between what is meant te be repeated and what is note
